I ndependent Ss, Reundheads, and Malignants, like the Gothes, Huns,and Van - 
eals, and Alans, that. invaded and conquered laly, Spain, and France -. and 
like the Saxons, Intes, and Angles, that conquered Biitany. Treſe hating 
plundered. and put upon 15 new Laws and Ordinances, called Contribution, 
Exciſe, Quarteriag,and S' ueſtrat ions, my friends were now andrightly by 
Goas Providence, made light,and not troubled or incumbred with much jtuff 
ro travel With, nor Farms, Tenements, or Copy-holds, and for our ſins our 
pride abated, our hearts bumbled : our affliftions made us pray heartily, and 
cail ro God to dirett us to infuſe contrition and true ſorrow, and purpoſe of a- 
mendment to follow his calling. We forrnd thu ftorm and heavie ju4: cement 
had likeWi/e aff!ited Scorland,Ircland,Man, Jarſey, and Garnſey 1ſtcs. T her: 
per: fing my old evidences, I found my Anceſtor Sir Richard Plantaganet ha4 
Cl:awton, Blendworth, Clanfield, and Catrington 5» Hampſhire, But in 
theſe Civil Wars in Henry 6. his time, much like theſe, or that of the Guelts 
and Gibellines in Italy,all was loſt. Ireſolved to bea Newter in this quarrel, 
not to kill Engliſhmen and Chriſtians, but with Chriſt to fly into Egypt, and 
like the Apoſtle Paul to fly o1t of one City into another, and get ont of the fire:

Firſt 
tv cat in akealiby pure ayr : elſe after all the hazard, charge, and building 
pe,*, their people dy, and their peſterity extinguiſh, and their children inherit 
jickneſs and weakneſs, Secondly, to fit dewn in a freſh navigable Rrver for 
trad ans ſapply.where ther e was ſtone neer to build, ana not rebuild on wood, 


ſubjett te firing of enemies, negligence of tr:411;5, or trechery of ſlaves and 


appreriiſes; jor thisreeſen I on my view of Virginia, diſliked Virginia, 
«fit ber ſeared ſratteringly in Woeden clove leard hanſes, whire many by 
fire Wer c rndone, and by tro maſſacres in ar. 1:jt aut fred, withont any torts 
there, or retreats of /afety in time of danger, and ſea; ea 1inor ft Salt marches 
and Creebs. wherc thrice worſe than Eflex, and Vent, ana Kent jor a7mes 
and diſeaſes, brackhs/) water to drink and uſe,and a flit ( ountry and ſtanding 
walers in woods, brid a dentble corrupt ayr, ſo tre elements corrupted,no won- 
der,as the old Virginians affrm,the fickrels there the firſt thirty yeers ro have 
billed roo mir.

T hus inftruFed, [ viewed Birbadnes and Saint Chrittophers, Bermudoes, 
New England, Virgi:1-, aud Mary-land , S: Chrittophers / find worn our, 
tWo parts full of French Aliens ſubjett to blaſt it, and Winds blowing aWay 
Cotten, wanting Vitlg..ls, and no ſtore of land, Ba:bac0.'s bath ſome rich 
men, having Sugar mls, Indico, Ginger, Suckets of Oranges and Lemmons, 
and bad Tobacco; bmt their uſual bread ts of Caſſada roots, whoſe juyce us 
poyſon, ſo the negligence of a ſervant or ſlave in the right making of it, may 
coft the Whole family a poyſoning ,, the ſervants uſual ſood ſome Peaſe, Po- 
tatoes, and Reots.and thoſe boyled, make their drink called Mi bby ard Plan- 
tana700ts ; ſomerich have Poultry,and Hogs, and Cows tyed up to trees, for 
there are feW Raunges and Incl:ſnres.Theſe rwo laſt yeers the plague as I am 
snformed, killed 10000 brave people,and there are many hundred Rebel Ne- 
gro ſlaves inthe Woods ; bere was no ſtore of land fer our 120 men and their 
families, here wants the Engliſhmans graſs, and ſo the Engliſymans Beef, 
Autton, Milk, Butter,and Chee/e,and they want rivers to turn their Sugar 
mils, ſo that New England (endeth horſes,and Virginia oxen,to turn them at 
exceſſive rates, and their keeping # there chargeable, and at Batbadoes they 
buy much Beef, Meal,and Teaſe,and Fiſh from New England, and other pla- 
ces; yet thus Iſle ts full of gallant people,very civil, and Well governed, aud 
now 116 fear of the Spanjard,being {o populous. Then 1 touched at Bermudoee, 
an Iſle tWenty miles long,and twe miles ever, and in ſome places more THard- 
ed with Rocks and Iſles, difficult in acceſs, full of Figs, Oranges, Lemmons, 
Pomcitrons, Potatoes, ana Plantans, Mays wheat for bread, excillent Fiſh 
Tobacco and Peaſe, hea'ti)y it rand quiet in government ;, but this Iſle be- 
ing but a pretty priſon, Wa: not ſor my Companies u{e.Thence 1 [ailed 1s New 
England,where 1 firnd three moneths ſnow,hard winter, but lean land,in ne- 
neral all along the Sea coaſt Well peopled T owns, the people very 1)rifty. tru - 
ſStrious,and temper ate: thiir fiſh and Wheat carried to Bilbaogand Sr Siballyns 
their pipe-ſtaves to the 1ſles,ard Spain.end the corn of the forced river of Cop - 
neftacute 75 tranſported, and the Bever Trade # their beſt jul/iflence. Still 
hoping for a richer and more temperate ſoil, I Went ro Virginiz, paſſing 210 
miles along the ſhores and Iſles of New Albion,by Manbaras Iſle, by Lone !/'e 
Cape May,and the two ("apes of Delware Bay, (y the leſſer ant ſcunthermoe;h, 
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being by our Sea-mens obſervations juſt ia 3$ degrees,and 40 minute: ard fo 
by Chingotto, and Ferz /ſles in Maryland to Virginia, to Newports News, 
where receiving kind entertainment at Capt. Matthews, at 7. Fantleroys, 
and free quarter in all places, finding the Indian war ended, firſt by the valor 
courage and hot charge of Capt. Marſhal,and valiant Stilwel.and finiſhed by 


_ the perſonal and reſolute march and vifftory of Sir Will. Brrkley Governor, 


there takung the old King Op-' Chankino priſoner, I warare:l al over.finding 
no place for the reaſons aforeſaid fit for our Company, 1 Went to Chicacoen, 
the north part of Virginia on Pavvcomeck river, dividing it and Mary and, 
which I found healthier and better than Virginia, but then it was in war voth 
with the Saſquehannocks,ard all the Eaſtern Bay Indians, and a Civil War

The like folly they c::mmi.ced, and inconvenience to them- 
felves,and all Engliſh,for 8 yeers ſincc,in their Weſt-India Fleet, battered by 
the Spaniſh Armado,they brought home 40 Swediſh poor ſoldiers, and hear- 
ing that Cap:t.7e#7g,and M.Evelin had given over their Fort begun at Ere- 
womeck within Delaware Bay ther half Rarved and tattered,they I.ft them, 
who learning the Indian language, and finding much talk and cryals of a 
gold ine there,though intruch 5 os. charg.'s produced of thac light ſand bur 
9 ©. in gold,and theretore iwas of Caps. Torg that tryed ic, (lighted; yer one

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-Bogot under the Swedes Name and on_ there traded to crofs the

1 {aw there an infinite quantity of Buſt ards,SWans,Geeſe,and Fowl,cover- 
ing the ſhores #9 Within the like multitude of Pigeons,and ſtore of Turkeys, of 
which I tryed one ty weigh 461. There is much variety and plenty of deli- 
caic reſo ard Sta ffrand rill pb, and Whales or Grampra : Elks, — 
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that bring 3 yons at 4 time, and the Wood: beſtrewWed many moneths Wah 
Chennts, Walnuts,and Maſt of ſeveral ſorts ro feed them, and Hogs that 
woul, encreaſe exceedingly. T here the barren grounds have four kinds of 
Gr apes, and many Alulberries wh Aſh, Elms, and tre taleſt and great:ft 
Pines and Vitch- trees tha! | kate ſeen. Thee are Cedars,Cypreſs.and Sni- 
fafras, with wild frants, Pears, wild Cherries, pine apples, and the duinty 
Parſtmenas. And there ts no queſt ion but eAlmonds, ad other fruits or 
Spain, wall profper as weil as in Viryimnia. eAnd (whichu a good comfort) 
in 24. hours you may /cnd aw'go by Sea ro New E:iyland or Virginia, 1th a 
fair wind,you may have Cattle, and from the Indians 2000 barrels of cornat 
12 d. a buſhel in rruck,, (0as Villuals are there cheaper and better than to be 
tranſported : Neither do 1 conceive any great need of a Fort or Charge, 
where there 1 no enemy. 

If my Lord Palatine will bring with him 100 wen or more, there is 
dowbt but that be may do very well ,and grow rich, for it moſt pure healthful 
Ayr, and ſuch pure wholſom Springs, Rivers, and Waters, as are delightful, 
of 4 Deſert as can be ſeen,with ſo many varieties of ſeveral flowers, trees,and 
forefts for ſwine. So many fair riſings and proſpetts, all green and verdant : 
and Maryland « good frriend and neigbber, in 24 hours ready to comfort and 

upply. 

Pero, truly, I believe my Lord of Balramore will be glad of my Lord Pa- 
latines Plantation and Aſſiſtance againſt any enemy or bad neighbor. And if 
my Lord Palatine employ ſome men to ſow flax, hemp, and rapes in thoſe rich 
Marihhes, or build frips,and make pipe-ſtaves, and load ſome ſhips with the/e 
ware-,or fiſh from the NorthWard, he may have any money, Ware, or compa- 
ny brought hem by his oWnn frips or the ſhips of Virginia or New England all 
the yeer. 

Sod becauſe your Honor is of the Noble Houſe of the Pawlets, and as 1 
am informed, deſire to lead _ of your friends and kinred thither,Whem as 
1 honor, I deſire toſerve, I ſhall intreat you to believe me as a Gentleman 
and Chriſtian, I write you nothing but the Truth, and hope there to take op = 
portunity in due ſeaſon to viſit you, and de all the good Offices 5n Virginia 
my place or friends can ſerve yow in.

250, theſe together are gounted valiant. amd texible to owes cowardly . dull 
Indians, which they beat with the ſight of-guns only ; 'bur in truth mecting 
with Eng = the baſeſt cowardsof all, though cuging and ſubcile to un- 
trap and ſurpriſe on all lraits,coverts,reeds,and ambuſhes; for at the laſt Ma- 
71land march againſt them, theſe 2 50 having (urpriſce in the reeds,and kill'd.

In Long Ilr are 
about 4 Kings, and 800 Bow-men, mult of them 290 miles off his Eory- 
ſbips ſcat ' { Watceffir in Charles river , theſe of Long like are well-civilizea\, 
living within, 10 miles, and in. fight of 80600 Enghth in that pare of New 
England bing, and the 5 To-yns in Connettacure river, and New Haven / 
Town being populous, diſcourageth any holtity ; but chiefly his Lotdthi 
ſix good tice-holding Towns in Leng I{le, is a bridle to check and:contain 
them; for Sourhhampron, Hempſteed, Fluſvins, Graveſand, and Ains ford, 
are placed like diſtin Garifons.to command them. Then between rherwo 
South Capes, there are two petty Kings called Aquars and little Aarankin, 
having both roo Bowmen, and above Watcefſir Sourh:welt,; are the black + 
and white Afixcos, necr 300 men, being ſpecial friends to Waroefſit; i and e- 
nemies to the Saſquehannocks.

bacco, and Flax, and Ricc, the four Staples of 41þ50v. The ſecond ſeat is 
three miles off to Fatceſſir adjoyning to Charles and Cotton River,lo.named 
of 600 | of Cortonwild on trees growing, and is called Ritchneck, bei 
24 miles compaſs, one wood, huge Timber Trees, and two foot black 
mould, much deftred of the Virginians toplant Tobacco, they alledgi 
each plant there drycd and cured, will bring apound, whereas worn lan 
fiveand fixtoa pound ; and theſe Jarge leaves in the new land and freſhes, 
ſerve to lap up all the bad.S. Chriſtophers; and Barbaders rolled Tobacco, 
and maketh it fire ſooner : of the three upper leaves, they make Farinas 
and Spaniſh, The Dutch give for this double price, and the Enghſh dou- 
ble for ſweet ſented ; and chough Charles river is 120 miles North of James 
river in Virginia, yet. having a more far conſtant and ecmpered growing 
heat, Tobacco three yeers together tryed, is riper, and ſooner ſiruck by wer 
ſeaſons by full three weeks, then in Virginia, and hath yeilded double the 
price ; and no doubt Cotton will grow as in Millan, being three degrees 
more North-ward, though as there it dieth yecrly by tiott, is re-planted 
by the ſeed as a Roſe buſh giverh a full cod. EN 
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The rhind ſear is at Roywront,a Fu and fit place for a Fort. Sit Wal- 
ter KaWley \cit there thirty men, and tour guns: the Dutch ſcated there 1 5 
reen and a Fort, both to plant in that rich five miles neck to Reymon? river 
(which runneth down into Chifapoack Bay )choice Tobacco,and rherby to 
prejudice and uaderſel Virginia,as to ſet up a fiſhing Stape for Whals, there 
proved but Grampss, and they killing baſely an Indian refuling quarter or 
ranſpm, were by the Indians killed and expclled rwenty years fince. This 
place iscloſe to the In-ſouth Cape, having a Creek of ſix foot water only, 
and two furlongs of the grand Delaware Bay : on one fide is an 1fthmoes or 
Peniſle, nine miles compaſle, fir tor paſturage, and Hogs and Goats : and on 
the other fide is a ſecond /ſthmos, four miles compaſſe, calily fenced, and is 
but ſtxcy miles over land to the Northermoſt and neere(t part of Virginia, 
to drive cartle by land, and have fupplies by horſe and foot : and hero is 
never ice or froſt : Sea-fiſh, all oyſters, and ſhell-fiſh, and fowl, all winter, 
Cod to lade ſhips three moneths after December fir for ſalt and trade : and 
there isa poor Indian of fourteen men only, and weak to hinder any: all 
the ſoil is a brick earth, two foot under the Sword, Rone {lat hard by, and 
timber co build. 

The fourth ſeat is Y/vedale, under Febſneck , and is a valley fix miles 
long, ſheltred by hills from the North welt winds : below it is fix miles a 
chicket of foug ſorts of excellent great Vines running on Mulberry and 
Saſlafras erees ; there are four forts ef Grapes ,jthe is the Tholouſe 
Muſcat, (weet ſented, the ſecond the great Fox and thick Grape, after five 
moneths being fic{t boiled and faltzd and well fined, it is a trong red Xeres: 
thethird a right Clarat : rhe fourth a white Grape creeps on the land, 
maketh a pure yellowiſh colour white wine : Tenis Pale the French 
man , of theſe four made eight ſorts of excellent wine, and of the 
Muſcat acute boyled, chat the ſecond draught will fox a reaſonable pate 
four moneths old : and here may be gathered and made rwo hun- 
dred tim inthe Vintage monecth , and replanted will amend; two 0- 
cher valleys there are of the ſame Orapes and large, above Vvedalc, the 
hill s called Webſmeck, environed wich three rivers round, one of ſixteen 
foot water navigable , all but a neck, a caliver ſhot over, eaſily imparked, 
being 9000 acres, the cliffes all of rich black mould, with huge timber trees, 
moit fit for Tobacco and Corn : not far off are rich lead mines, containing 
filver cried;and iron ſtone, and by it waters, and fals to drive them in an 
inhabircd def.rt, no Chrillians or Indians neer it; where Elkes, Staggs and 
Deer are myſt quiet, moſt fat, and not diſturbed , fo as five men ui three 

.Or four days kill and ſalt 60 Deer,or an hundred twenty (des tor Summers 
food: four or five hundred Turkeys in aflock, S1rans, Hoopers, Gee, 
Ducks, 
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Dutks, Teles, and other Fowls, a mile fquare, and ſeven wile together on the 
ſhores, for here is all Cheſ-nuts VVall.nuts; ant Malt berries, and March ſeeds, 
wild Oats, and Vetches to feed them, Near hand is alſo'in Awgaf# Cuſtard ap- 
Ples, and Papaws to make the beſt Perry Engliſh for 100 tun in a place, and all 
Plums, Hurtleberries, Black Cherries, wild Anniſeed, Perſimenas, and other 
dainty fruits, and roots ate had, asinall the huge long Meads and” Marſhes, 
ſwect ſeg roots, ground nuts, Tucaho and Cuttinamon roots for Hogs and 
whole VVarrens, and berries of ſweet Muskerats, and here black Bears and Li- 
ons feeding on ſweet foods, are killed and eaten. In the head of (hiſepeach ri- 
vcr by Tomkins and Walton, was ſeen a Camell Mare brown black, ſeven foot 
high, of which 300. mile VVelt-ward are ſtore, their skins brought and ſold by 
the Indians confirm it. 
The fifth ſeat is Brenrs fort, a ſteep rock, invincible, and not to be battered, 
having an 1ſthwos of low hard ground like a Tongue below it environed with 


freſh water, and under it a Cove cloſe to hide two ſhips or gym ſhips of 


500, tun may come upto it,and hard by is good Mead and rich Land,and woods 
to plant; and in this deſert is beſt living, ſtored as before with all game and 
their food to maintain them. 

The fixt is an Ile called Palmers Ile, containing 3oo. acres, halfe meade , 
half wood;in it is a rock forty foot high like a Towr,fit to be built on for a tra- 
ding houſe for all the Indians of Chsſepeack Gulfe : it lieth a mile from each 


hore in Sa/quehannocks river mouth, and there four Sakers will command that 


river, and renue the old trade that was; it lieth in forty degrees and twelve mi- 
nutes, it is moſt healthy, but cold the near the hills, and full as all the ſeventeen 
rivers there of eleven ſoits of excellent freſh fiſh; the Indians in Read of falt do 
barbecado or dry and ſmoak fiſh, to each houſe a reck or great pile, and ano- 
ther of Sun dried on the rocks, Scrawberries, Musberries, Symnells, Maycocks, 
and Horns like Cucumbers. 

The ſeventh is five mile off it, called Mownt Rojall or Bolalmanack hill, 
and more properly Belveder, for thence you may ſee 10c. miles off high hills, a- 
bove the clouds like ſugar-loaves that (helter and bear off the North-weſt 
winds; here ts a clear Indian field fix miles long to plant end plow rich land, 
& as wel ſtored as the reſt,and under it is Elk river, having many branches aavi- 
gable, in ai] chele the tide of frelh ſweet water ebbs and flows, and hath three 
fathom deep, the mouth of it is like a fort with tit /ſthmos and necks, and run- 
neth up ſeven leagues to a ſtreet, or ſtrait, but eleven miles over-land mro 


Charles river, and Delaware Bay, this neck is a rare work of God, for 'it 13450. 
' miles compaſle to go by ſea and water,from one fide to the other of this eleven 


miles fire et, and FYwedale is on one of theſe branches. 
The eight ſeat is Ki/dorpy , near the w_ of Charlesriver , near 200. miles

up from the Ocean , it bath clear fields - FE and ſow, and neer it are ſweet 
large meads of clever or howyſuckle , np where elſe in e-Fwverice to be ſeen, 
unleſſe eranfported from Europe, a ſhip of 140. tuny may come up to theſe 
falls, which is the beſt ſeat for health, and where a trading houſe is co be buik 
on the rocks, and ten leagues higher are lead mines in ſtony hills. 

The ninth is c#lled cAlownr Ployden, the ſeat of the Raritan King on the 
North fide of this Province twenty miles from Swndbay ſea, and ninety from 
the Ocean , next toeAmra hill , the retired Paradiſe of the children of the 
Ethiopian Emperovur, a wonder, forit is 8 ſquare rock, two miles compaſſe, 150. 
toot high, a wall like precipice, a ſtrait entrance, ealily made invincible, where 

he heeps ewo hundred for his guard, and under ic aft valley, all plain co plant 
and fow. 
The Sa/qgnebaxxocks new Town is alfo a rare, healthy and rich place, with ic 
a Chryſtal broad river, but ſome falls below hinder navigation, and che Hooke 
hill on the Ocean with its clcar fields near Hed/ors river on one (ide, andaten 
Fagues flowing river on the ſouthlide is much cammended for health and hih, 
. were it not fo Nottherly. | 
The bounds is a thouſand miles compaſſe, of this moſt temperate, rich Pro- 
vince, for our South bound is Aſaryland North bounds, and beginneth ac 
eFqnats, or the Southermolt or fift Cape of Delaware Bay -in thirty eight 
and forty minutes, and fo runner by , or through, or including Ken lle, 
-through Chi/aprack Bay to Paſcatway; ; including the falls of Pawromecke 
river.to the head or Northermoſt branch of that river, being three hundred 
miles due V Veſt, and thence Northward to the head of Hzaſons river fifty 
leagues, and ſo down Hw#dſors river to the Ocean, ſixty leagues, and thence by 
the Ocean and Iles a crofle Delaware Bay to the South Cape. fifty leagues ; 
1n all ſeven hundred and cighty miles. Then all Hedſoxs river, Iſles, Long © 
Ile, or Pamwnke , and all Hles within ten leagues of the ſaid Province being ; 
and note Long tlc alone iscwemy broad, and one hundred and eighty miles 
long, ſo that alone is four hundred miles compaſſe. Now I have examined 
all former Patents, ſome bcing ſurrendred, and ſome adjudged void , as got-

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Stalk and Pumpion drink hopped, is good beer, and ale we have ; and maulc 
2s you; and in the hot Summer rock cold water, with an cighth of Peach Vine- 
gar is the beſt Beaverage : Peaches better then Apricocks by ſome dor feed 
Hogge, one man hathten thouſand trees, all Apples, Pears, Cherries , and ©- 
ther fruits grow here in half the time as in your cold and blaſty Region,and ſo 
do all Hops and Roots, Hearbs and Garden-ſtuffe.Our days in ſummer 2. hours 
ſhorter, and in winter more comfortable two hours longer, and a warmer 
Sun and bigger fires, and no rent to my Landlord, makes us merry.
